THE WALLED LAKE IN IOWA. 


From the Dulmquo (In.) Hfrnld. 
• 


The greatest wonder in the state of 


Iowa, and perhaps any other atatu, ia 
what is called the "Wailed Lake," in 
Wright county, twelve mites north of 
the Dubuque and Pacific railway, and 
ISO miles went of Dubuque City. The 
lake i* from two to three feet higher 
than MIC earth's surface. In some places 
the wall is ten feet high, fifteen feet 
wide at the bottom, and five feet wide 
on top. Another fact is the size of the 
stones ujed in construction, the whole 
of them varying in weight from thrtc 
tons to 100 pounds. There is an abun- 
dance of stone in Wright county, but 
surrounding the lake to the extent of 
five or ten wiles there are none. No 
one can form an idea as to the means 
employed to bring them to the spot, or 
who constructed it. Around the entire 
lako is a buh uf woodland half a mile in 
length, composed of oak. With this 
exception the country is a rolling prai- 
rie, 
The trees must have been planted 


there at the time of the building of the 
wall. In the spring ol the year I860 
there wan a great storm, and the ice on 
the lake broke the wall in several pb- 
ec», and the farmers in the vicinity were 
obliged to repair the damages to prevent 
inundation. The lake occupies M ground 
surface of 2,SOO acres ; depth of water 
us great as twenty-five feet. 
The wa- 


ter is clear mid cold : soil tiiindy and 
loamy. It is singular that nrt one lias 
been able to ascertain where the water
